The Waterways 


I here is a great deal of encouragement to be found 
in the reported activities and proposals of 
the 
federal, 
state and many local commissions and committees, re­ 
garding the creation of water 
transportation 
facilities, 
throughout the country on quite a pretentious scale. 
Riglit now Ohio people, in this section, have their 
attention directed to the proposal to construct 
a 
deep 
water canal from the lakes to the river and the improve­ 
ment, by locks and dams of the Ohio river so as to assure 
navigation at all seasons of the year, barring, possibly, the 
mid-winter months. 
The endeavor to remove a considerable burden from 
the railroad lines is beginning to assume a definite form, 
indicative of a determination to push on nm ii the results 
are really appreciable. 
i 
The traction lines and the automobiles have taken 
a 
considerable, if not the greater part, of local passenger and 
light parcel traffic from the railroads. 
The big tru c k s 
have been. during the war and the pre war p erio d s, trans­ 
porting a tremendous quantity of heavy freight and the 
truck traffic seems to be increasing rather than decrcnsin - 
since the armistice was signed. 
Many big automobile 
firms are rapidly switching their plants to truck manu­ 
facturing. 
The drive for more and belter roadways is 
a part of the same movement and an indication of the 
trend. 
W ith the construction of big canals connecting the 
natural waterways and with the latter improved the tre­ 
mendous coal, ore and iron traffic could almost wholly be 
shifted from the steam railroads. 
Men now living who remember the days of romance 
which attached to the old canals, with their aqueducts, 
towpaths, basins and locks, the 
"luxurious" 
passenger 
boats and the patient plodding mules may live to -ce the 
canals come back again into public favor and serve a pur­ 
pose in the commerce of the land. 
Tut the old days 
of 
romance have gone forever. 
Along the towpath will be constructed a track of ties 
and steel rails and over that track the fussy Iii I Ic'cleci fie 
mule will pull the boats and barges. The old mule of fit ii 
and blood patiently plodding through the brush that lined 
the bank, as well as tilt' bare-legged boy who sat arrid e 
his back, are destined to remain but,memories. 
The canals, in their days, served a purpose in develop­ 
ing the country. The towpath has started many a lad on 
his career in life which ended in the congress of the nation 
and once, at least, in the presidential chair. 
W e can’t of course hope for those days to come again 
but there is a bright prospect that the c a n a l s will again 
become great highways of traffic, as great or greater pelf 
haps, relatively, than they were in that other day when 
the pilot gave the “ low bridge” warning.
